^e chaises which bad be€» raised in the public press and 
in Ccasgress regarding Mr. Horsian Hedlich of cKmcem to all the 
desS^ers of the Ccmanissian, tdiich considered it of paramount isgportance 
that they be investigated thoroughly prior to any deoision. 

Mr. Hedlich has infosnaed the Commission that he is a member 
of the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee and that his interest in 
this organization has always been becsuse of his great concern for 
civil liberties of all Amesrlcan citizens. In spite of the fact that 
the organization has been cited by the House Hn-jfiinerioan Activities 
Committee and the Senate Subversive Activities Canmittee, it has not 
been cited by the Department of Justice and denlaa that it is op ever 
has been a Communist Front. 

The investigation coiKSuoted \fsr the Federal Bureau of 
Inveatigation relating to Prof essor Redlich was a very cong>rehaisive 
one. The congplate investigative file relating to Professor Redlich 
was reviewed by each mesaber of the Ccomission* On the basis of such 
full consideration, the Ccmmissicai on Msy 19, 1964, at a meeting 
attended by all tlie Ccraoissionera, decided that Professor Redlich was 
fflititled to have access to security materials and continua to serve 
as a consultant to the Ctmoiiasion.
